ist—Your Special Committee met at the Industrial 
Farm and Home, on the 19th February, 1898, and found 
everything in good order as far as the very imperfect accom- 
modation would permit, we feel that it is absolutely impera- 
tive that further accommodation must be provided without 
delay for the purpose of making the Home in any way com- 
fortable, we ordered six new iron bed steads as several beds 
are now made on the floor. 


2nd—-Your Committee met at the Industrial Farm and 


Home on the 16th of April and found everything in as good 
order as could well be with the over crowded and very Iimit- 
ed accommodation afforded by the present building. There 
are a number of applications from different parts of the county 
for admission to the Home which we have been compelled to 
refuse as the Home is already over crowded. We desire 
again to call the attention of the County Council to the 
urgent necessity of immediately taking steps to have further 
accommodation provided by putting up additional buildings 
to meet the requirements of the County. We ordered six 
additional bed steads to be provided at once, and the grading 
of the yard to be finished as soon as can well be done. 


3rd—We met again at the Home on the 24th September 
for the purpose of making an inspection of the whole premises. 
We found one of the inmates an imbecile and had to Le in an 
out house. We ordered the master to ceil up the inside of 
this out house with felt paper and put ina stove so as to 
make his quarters comfortable. We find the inmates very 
much inconvenienced and disconcerted owing to changes that 
are being made in their compartments. We find the rasp 
berry plants which were set out last spring about two-thirds 
dead and have authorized the chairman to correspond with 
I. D. Smith with a view to having them replaced. 


There are about 50 inmates in the Home all in fairly good 
health. We have instructed the chairman, if found necessary, 
to have two or three second-hand stoves put up in the Home 
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until the heating by hot water is in operation. The crops 
and stock are looking well. 


4th—We met again at the Home on the 27th October 
and made an inspection of the premises. We found every- 
thing in as good condition as could be expected considering 
the inconvenience caused by building a new wing and other 
iprovements to the old building. We find that by the new 
additions a further accommodation has been made for at least 
twenty-seven more inmates without over crowding. There is 
no serious illness in the Home. We find considerable com- 
plaint among the inmates regarding the treatment they 
receive from the master and also as to the character of their 
food. By investigation we are of the opinion there is no real 
cause for such complaints. We instructed the master to 
purchase a new milch cow forthe use of the Home. We also 
oidered the purchase of fifty bushels of apples and a barrel of 
syrup for the Home. We are of the opinion better clothing 
should be supplied the inmates. We also received tenders 
for bread, meat and oat meal and awarded the tenders as fol- 
lows: 


Charles Misner, bread at 4c. per 2 Ib. loaf, 
Samuel L. King, meat at $3.90 per 100 lbs. 
E. Edmonds, oat meal at $3.60 per bbl. of 180 Ibs.

Your Committee on the Industrial Farm and Home beg 
leave to report as follows : 


They have made their customaay visit of inspection of 
the County Home and can _ now say, since the completion of 
the extension of the buildings, that Norfolk County has one 
of the most complete and comfortable Homes for the poor in 
the province. We find at present ffty-four (54) inmates 
about the usual number of occupants at, this season of the 
year. Weregret to say that there are some of the inmates, 
principally men, who are not satisfied with the treatment they 
receive and would suggest that the matter be inquired into 
and, if possible, something done to reconcile the discontent. 
All other matters in connection with the management appears 
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satisfactory. Your Committee would recommend that a new 
suitable stove be supplied for the kitchen.
